"in he > ſhaking Heaven and Earth; and cauting eve= 
xy.creature to bow before him, and tremble at his preſence, 
that he alone whois Lord of Lords, King of Kings, Ruler 
of Rulers, and the alone Prieſt (whoſe lips preferye knows , 
ledge).who, is come to teach his people himſelf, may have all 
the honour and glory, and be alone exalted; For now hath 
the Lord God over all, uttered his glorious voice, and bared 
his glorious holy arme ; So that his voice and powers heaxd, 
andfelttothe ends of the earth, andall the Angels of Ged do 
in bis judgements rejoyce, and worſhip hith rhat lives for e- 
yer and eyer, ruling in righteouſneſs; who by his own. wit-" 
dome now manifeſt, hath confounded the wildome of the 
world, and brought to nought the underſtanding of the pru- 
dent of the earth ; ſo that the ſtrong man bows; and the'meeke © 
of the carth increaſe theirjoy in the Lord, and doe now cone” 
to know that wiſdome which ispure andpurifieth the hearr, © 
and endures forever revailed in. them. And now'the wiſe- 
men of the world hearing the ſound onely of this truth; and” 
being ignorant both whence ireomes, and whether ir goes, 
they goe about wich their inchantments, ſorceries, and in- 
yentions of their faln wiſdom to counrerfeit, and doe the like 
to what thetrue wiſdome and power in; and by the Saints 
_ hath formerly doneand is now in wg to his own glory; 
The cunning Serpent this perceiving, that if the 'kingdome 
of God goe.on,, which is now, made. manifeſt in. Sons and * 
Jaughters, /Setvants and Handmaids , which Rarrds rior in” 
ain power (whereby thie creature comes robe. re-.. 
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(2) 
deemed to God alone) then their deceits, who work in dark: 
neſs cannot be hid, nor their dark ſelfiſh aRtings be unjudged,; 
And therefore theſe worldly wiſe men (who are tools with 
God) gather cogether, and rake Coanſell againſt the Lord, 
his Chriſt and kingdome, how they may hinder it and pull 
down ic, and (aſertup, and eftablith their own ſuperſtcions, 
and keep alive their own name and glory amongſt men, and 
keepthe people bound under them, what by force and what 
by craft, that ſo they may not come to the light, Chriſt Ie- 
{us the true Prophet, Prieſt, King and Teacher, and fo be (a- 
ved our of all blindneſs and error, to bear a teſtimony in the 
light againſt thoſe worldly wiſe ones, and their woiks. And 
this is the true cauſe O ye people, that the Pricſts, the hire» 
ling teachers ia this Country and elſewhere, go about to 
bring y ou into engagements, and outward Bands of a carnall 
Covenant and Commandement of man to follow them, leaſt 
(as is {aid) you ſhould hearken to Chriſt Jeſus the Covenant 
of God, and ſo know him the light and power of the endleſs 
life in you, neerat hand to be your Shepheard, and Biſhop of 
your ſouls, rofollow himin purenels and ſingleneſs of heart, 
Who is riſen and aſcended far above all Heavens, that he 
might fill all things; and he doth fill all things, andis now 
felc neer at hand, the true light that lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world, ſatisfying the deſires of every living 
and believing ſoul. And this to his own praile and glory a= 
mong(t us is witneſſed. And now whereas the worldly wiſe 
wn ot hx doe in the Scriptures ot truth read of a true 
Churchand worſbip of God ; yet not knowing as the A- 
poltles knew who wrote of the thing, what that irue Church 
and worſhip is ; they have invented a Church as they call it, 
and haye buiir one of wood andone, and have by torce and 
Aattery gotten a company of carnall people under ſeverall 
names and forms of profeſſion onely in words, to meer there 
in a worlhip to hear them cell what the Saints were and ſhall 
be, from what they reade onely without them, but not ar all 
(mean while) knowing the Saints lite or holy ſpirit now. ru- 
ling ia themlelvgs, to make chem able Miniſters of rhe new

Teſtament, no nor ſo much as knowing the new birthts 
make them Saints, though in the letter they doe thereot alſo 
read, But here (O people) in this carnall earthly Cburch, 
a proud and coyerous man (whom God abhorreth) who prea-« 
cheth for bire and divines tor mony, called of men Maſter, and 
who greedily ſeeks for his gain trom his quarter, who hath 
run and God never ſ@nt him, gets up over you into a Pulpit, 
and there takes the letter totalk of to you and trade withall, 
that you may give him his hire tor bis words, which are his 
own wreſtings, and falſe applyings of Scripture, and not the 
yery truth it ſelf asitis in Telus; For ſuch a one being guilty 
of the fins and evils condemned in Scripture, Will not let 
Scripture ſpeak to himſelf and ſuch as himſelt are, but will be 
ſure to wreſt it fromits true minde, and lay it on the innocent, 
as the Scribes and Phariſees did, who breughr Scripture as 
gainſt Chriſt, which ſhould have been layd upon themſelves, 
And theſe are the Teachers that leremiab in his 23. C hop. calls 
ſealers of the word from their neighbour, and uſing their 
tongues to ſay, he faith when the Lord never ſpoke to theme 
And theſe are they, that Ezekyel in his 13th. Chapter repro- 
ved, who made the hearts of the Godly ſad, and the hearts of 
the wicked glad: And the ſame that Micah the Prophet in his 
third Chapter declared againſt, that did bite with their teeth, 
and cryed peace to the wicked tor wages. And ſa. while you 
follow fuch, and are led -by ſuch; They being blinde, and 
you not ſeeing, you muſt needs fall both together into the 
Ditch, and into the pit which bath now opened its mouth 
wideto ſwallow up all the ungodly ot the earth; For all 
who deny the ligi.t of Chriſt in the conſcience, and calls it 
naturall or worſe (as the Pariſh teachers generally doe ) and 
ſowill not beled and guided by it, are blinde and doe not the 
eruth, but take pleaſure in unrighteouſneſs, and takes from you 
the Key of knowledge, and then puts the letter for the light; 
andſo by their own datk minds wreſt it wholy totheir own 
deſtruAion and yours, And ſo thele greedy teachers have 
gotten the Saints words declared in Scripture to talk of , 
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pure and holy life (as is ſaid) they are hypocrites, and Sepul- 
chzrs painted over, yea and graves that have a little ſeeming 
greene(s ſometim?s appearing to the carnall eye on the outs 
{iJ2, but inwardly are tull of tilthie pride, coveroulneſs, hy- 
pocriſiz and crueity as is manifeſt by their daily aRtings as 
you may ſee, if them and their wales you judge by the light 

of Chrilt in you, and not by the faln wiſdome, For how many - 
of the dear Saints and ſeryants of God have this generation 
of worldly wiſe men (who have gotten up for teachers oyer 
the pzople in all ages) cauſed to be perſecuted, impriſoned 
and put to death, as is manifeſt both by the Records of former 
times, and alſo by the things that your eyes may ſee in this 
preſent age. And the cry of the oppreſled is entred into the 
ears ofthz Lord God of Holts, whois come down to avenge 
the cauſe of his ownele&, who have cryed day and night un- 
to him. And now the Embaſladors of: Babylon who are telling 
of peace, muſt howl bitterly; for their is no peace to the 
wicked, And the Lord is come down to [ee the Tower of 
Babel, and the Image of jealonſfie which the Children ot men 
in their faln wiſdome are ſetting up, and he will confound 
their language ; yeait is already done. The language of the 
worlds builders is already confounded, and one cryes one 
thing, and another, another thing. One is for the Papilts, a- 
nother for the Proteſtants ? And (to let paſs the many Secs 
amongſt the Papiſts) even of them called Proteſtants, ſome 
arefor the Biſhops, ſome for the Presbyters ; ſome for that 
called Independency, and another for that called Anabap-« 
tiſm; And the greateſt part of people ſcarce know what any 
ofthele things meane; And the people are hurryed up and 
down, and tofled as with a tempeſt, and almolt driven to 
theirwitsend; And to the end of your wits and wildome 
which is earthly ſenſuall, Devilliſh (O people) you muſt all 
be brought, before you come to the true reſt and peace of 
your ſouls with, God in Chriſt Ieſus, the Fathers wiſdome 
and the way, the truth and life it ſelf, the ſame yeſterday to 
day and toreyer, who is now againe made manifeſt, a light 
ip.the warld that in him, and through him all may _— 
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and come tothe Father of ie, and life, out of allthe waies 
of ſin, andall worthips of mens deviſing. For all the waies of 
fallen manarc inthe dark, and keeps people alwaies learning, 
and never brings them to the khowledge of the truth, aud 
freedome from ſinthereby: And the day doth now declare 
all things, andia the light it is ſeen, what one generation of 
worldly wile men builds up, another pulls down, and then 
they build up another way, and (ets up another Image to the 
Beaſt whom they worthip; And then the next age to that 
pulls that Image down, and ſets up another of theic own, and 
as every of theſe forms and Images gets the worldly power, 
on their ſides, they eſtabliſh their own way tor their time, 
and cauſe that none during that kingdome , ſhall buy ot ſell 
or enjoy outward peace and liberty, but who worthips thar 
Beaſt and his[mage: And thus one puts out another, and is ſup= 
planted of anocher, and the whole world lyeth ia wickedneſs, 
doing that themſelves as they come into power, which they 
themſelves condemaecd in others, and the wrath of God abides 
uponthem forit; And the people of this wicked world who 
knows not God; but worlhips the imaginations of thzir own 
hearts and works oftheir own hands, are like the raging Sea 
when it cannot reſt, but ſends out mire and dirt continually. 
But the word ofthe Lord God that endures for ever with 
its holy ſeed and changeth not, bur judgeth righ:eouſly, and 
in righteouſneſs maketh war, and his enemies are onely the 
work?rs of iniquity, who will not that the light of Ch:iſt in 
the conſcience ſhould bear rule» And this word of God is not 
a dead letter, which the wiſemen of the world cn wreit 
(though the letter(as is (aid)doth thereof declare)br:: ihe word 
of God is ſpirit and life, and isnigh in thy heart (O man) tobe 
found inlightning ihe conſcience, and there thou maylt hear 
that ſmall (t11] voice of God walking inthe garden in the cool 
ct the day, calling upon thee and reproving thee, when thou 
goes to the right hand or left hand, from the truth of God 
made manilelt in thee, and witneſſed unto in the Scriptures 
of truth, And here in the light of Chriſt, thus nigh in chine 
heart (whoſe name is called the word of God) thou a 
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ſee the way continually that thou oughteſt to goe; and kee- 
ping thy minde toit, thou needeſt not that any man teach thee, 
but as the annointing ofthis holy one teacheth thee, thou wilt 
know all things; For this is the new Covenant of the Lord 
our God, not written In tables of ſtone, or with Pen and Inke 
in an outward book, butitis written by the finger of the li. 
ving Godin the conſcience, and in the fleſhly tables of the 
heart(as is ſaid) And they that follow this light of Chriſt in the 
conſcience and believe in his power are choſen, and true and 
faithtull , and all chat hate this light of Chriſt, their deeds are 
evill, and they believe lyes, and their head and Captain is the 
Prince and power of darkneſs, the Divell, and they are in the 
ſame condemnation with him, untill they repent and return 
tothe light, and believe in the light, that they may be Chil- 
dren of the light, and bring forth truits worthy the Faith of - 
the Goſpel, and amendment of life, and ſo come to be true 
witneſſes of Chriſt in them, the teacher alwaies preſent the 
true light that lighteth every man that cometh inte the world 
and in us the hope of glory; praiſes, eternall praiſes to the Lord 
God and the Lambforevermore, who hath redeemed us, who 
are reproached amongſt you (O people ) under the name of 
Quakers ; but the reproach of Chrilt is to us great riches : And 
by the power ofthe Lord our God in Chriſt leſus, are we de- 
livered from under the power of darkneſs, and out of all falſe 
waics and worthips, ſer up in that wicked nature; And thus 
knowing the terrors of the Lord, and being recovered out of 
death and darkneſs, and out of all falſe waies, and worſhips 
into the true light of lite, Chriſt Ieſus, we exhort you, O all 
people, {mall and great, to minde the fear of the Lord God, 
and to ceaſe from man whoſe breath is in his Noſtrills, and to 
Joyn your hearts to the Lord God that ſpirit of life and truth, 
veho hath givenyoua light, to ler you ſee the evill and the 
good aſunder, that you might refuſe theevill, and chole the 
good, and ſo ceaſe from your own earthly knowledges and 
Juſts, to feed upon the tree of life, and ſo live for ever ; 
and never any more to ſpend your mony for that which 
is not bread, nor your Jlabours for that which is not able 
to

And therefore to you people of Apleby and Bongate before 
mentioned in particular, and to all people elſewhere in gene= 
ral l ſpeaky to conſider of your waies, andall totake heed that 
you deceive not your ſouls in the errors of the wicked For its 
neither your ingaging to Ambroſe Rowlands (who hath already 
eſpouſed the hire of two Parithes to himſelf, and would now 
for that ſelt endeſpoule you the people of them Pariſhes allo 
to himſelf ; which the Apoſtles and Miniſters of Chriſt never 
did)nor your engaging to any other man or men in that earth- 
ly nature under what torme or outward profeſſion of Religi- 
on ſoever; nor ydur not ingaging, that will profit you any 
thing at all, as to the kingdome ot God, but onely a new crea- 
ture, and that faith which joyns the creature to God, and 
works by love, even that love which keeps the Commande- 
ments ofv-.od; ThisI ſay is that which onely avzils your 
ſouls to the kingdome of God; For though you be ſome of you 
as Ephraim, having one inventedform of ftalle worthip ; and 0+ 
thers of you, be as Manaſſeb, having another form of falle wor- 
ſhip,and ſo youcogtendevery one tor his falſe form, and envy, 
hace, perſecute and kill one another for ſetting it up and keep- 
ingit there, yetbe it known unto ycu all, ſo long as you fot- 
low any hireling teacher, a man of this world, called and let 
up by man, called ot men Maſter, and fo receiving the worlds 
honour, and alſo whilſt you in conformity and imitation of 
ſuch, cry onely Lord, Lord with your mouths, and the mean 
while your hearts running after your ungodly luſts, in pride, 
vain glory, rioting, drankennels, coyeting to be rich and great 
on earth, and ſpending your time in worldly cares, pleaſures, 
paſt- times, vaine talking, toolith jeſting and the like, in ſtrite, 
uncleanne(s, and ſmiting with the fiſt of wickedneſs, or ar 
faireſt m-king onely a more ſeeming profteſlion of truth in 
words and ſh:ws then others, which you live not in, but your 
hearts of truth are empty, and your lives of fin are full; I ſay fo 
long as you are thus found in your own Wales and wills, you 


are ll alike in the ſight of God; And thou TIeyw and thou Gen- 
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tile waoin this broad way all na liveſt, art ſtil under the curſe, 
and art a ſtrangerto the lite of God; and though you joyn 
hand in hand never ſo cloſely; and cover your ſelves with 
fig teaves never fo cunningly, yet the wrath of God abides on 
you, and your [in cannot goe unpuniſhed ; For all your zeal, 
fighting and contending in this unregenerate condition is but 
tor your own [dols and ſuperſtitions, and not for the truth of 
God, and therefore by the truth are ye all to be judged; And 
Indah ſhall dwell alone with God, and the enyy of Epbraim 
and Manaſſeh (hall ceaſe, and the kingdome thall be the Lords, 
who is worthy all honour and praiſe for ever and eyer; he 
that hath an ear to hear, let him hear, and he that can receive 
it lethim, This was I moved to write in obedience to God, 
the good of your ſouls, and that I might ſtand cleer of all your 


blood.
